1987 


The year 1987 was one of achievement and challenge 
for Strafford County. Through the diligent efforts of 
our County employees, there has been advancement in 
every division of County Government. Of particular 
importance were changes made at Riverside Rest Home 
(RRH), the continued recognition of the Strafford 
County House of Corrections as a “model” facility, 
the success of the Jail Industries Program, and the 
stabilization of the County work force, accomplished 
through fair and equitable market adjustments in 
employees' salaries. 


RRH continues to be the focus of our attention. 
Despite substantial improvements in the operations of 
the Home in 1987, we will continue to set goals 
toward further improvement in 1988. These goals 
include gaining our market share of professional 
staff and the continued increase in the number of 
residents of the Home toward the maximum population 
ofF205. 


The Strafford County House of Corrections con- 
tinues to be a “model” facility. After being recog- 
nized as one of the ten best County facilities in the 
United States in 1986, the Jail has continued to 
expand an improve on existing programs. Over the last 
few years, officials at the House of Corrections have 
recruited and maintained a sixteen (16) member volun- 
teer force who donate approximately sixty (60) hours 
per week toward inmate education. Programs offered to 
inmates including GED programs, literacy programs, 
and individual tutoring, and are available to each 
detainee of the facility. 


The Strafford County Jail Industries Progran, 
which found a permanent home in 1987 at the renovated 
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“cow barn,” located on County property, continued to 
be a leader nation-wide as a jail rehabilitation 
program. The program met the self-imposed require- 
ment of being completely financially independent and 
turned over to the County approximately $25,000 after 
expenses. 


Our primary financial goal for 1988 will be to 
continue to improve the County's financial picture. 
The initial focus will be on the County Bond rating 
which now sits at A. Using our sound financial man- 
agement, the capital improvement plan from. the 
Strafford County Delegation's subcommittee, and the 
economic climate in the area as a basis, we will be 
seeking a review of our rating by Moody's Investment 
Service. We hope the end product of this review will 
raise our bond rating. 


We were very pleased with the continued increase 
in income associated with the operation of Strafford 
County government. Areas of improvement include 
increases in income from the Registrar of Deeds 
Office, the Strafford County House of Corrections, 
Sheriff's fees, and fair and equitable rental compen- 
sation from our tenants. We will continue to strive 
to maximize our earnings within the confines of 
Federal tax laws. 


During 1987, we increased our efforts in the area 
of employee training and safety. Beyond the routine 
in-service training taking place at RRH, we expanded 
our safety and injury prevention training involving 
“Courthouse” employees. Our primary goal is to con- 
tinue the safe working atmosphere provided to our 
employees which will eventually reduce the number of 
job-related injuries. In 1987 we received a $110,000 
refund from our Workman's Compensation insurance 
carrier due to improvements in our safety record. 


During 1988 we will be concentrating on expanding 
preventative maintenance at the Courthouse and RRH. 
af Pea 


Several projects, including major roof resurfacing, 
carpet replacement, and window replacement will be 
accomplished. We are confident this preventative 
maintenance program will continue to keep- our 
facilities in the best of condition with minimal 
financial impact on Strafford County taxpayers. 


The New Hampshire Association of Counties will be 
expanding their efforts for County Government Week in 
May of 1988. The designated week is set aside to 
publicize the efforts expended by County Government 
toward helping County residents. We will be doing our 
part by inviting representatives from all of the high 
schools in Strafford County to spend a day exploring 
County facilities and operations. We believe this 
will be an excellent opportunity to get young adults 
involved in County Government. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank 
all of our County employees for their continued 
service to the residents of Strafford County. Without 
their hard work and dedication, none of the achieve- 
ments would have been possible. We hope that in 1988 
the cooperation established between the Commissioners 
Office and the Strafford County Delegation will 
continue. for it is only with our combined efforts 
that we can continue working toward attainable goals 
for the betterment of our County residents through 
the effective system of County Government.

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RIVERSIDE REST HOME AND PHYSICIANS REPORT FOR THE 
YEAR 1987 


For Strafford County's Riverside Rest Home (RRH), 
1987 began as a year of difficulties and ended as a 
year of accomplishments. Due to a severe labor short- 
age in professional staff, RRH had to freeze admis- 
sions until staffing levels and resident levels 
stabilized. This staffing “crisis” was not unique to 
RRH; in fact, this problem was present in varying 
degrees in every nursing home in New Hampshire. The 
problem was simple: the number of nurses available in 
New Hampshire was not adequate to meet the needs of 
the labor market. 


As the year progressed, the staffing problems 
continued. Despite these staffing problems, it is 
reassuring to know that due to a dedicated group of 
employees, resident care at the facility did not 
suffer. Strafford County continued to provide excel- 
lent care to each and every resident of the RRH 
facility. This is a tribute to the excellent staff at 
RRH and their competent supervisors and _ senior 
staff. 


As the year progressed, emergency measures were 
taken by the Strafford County Commissioners to ensure 
higher wages to RRH nursing staff... These measures 
Stabilized the staffing levels, which signalled the 
beginning of the turnaround. 


Recognizing staff limitations, RRH, with the 
guidance of the Strafford County Commissioners, began 
almost simultaneously the opening of a day care 
center for employees’ children and the opening of a 
light care unit on Unit 2. The initial purpose of the 
day care center was to attract employees by providing 
an excellent cost-effective day care facility for 
their children. The light care unit was started to 
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provide effective care for our healthier, more 
independent residents. This allowed us to regulate 
staffing levels recognizing the different needs of 
these residents. The results of both of these 
programs have been excellent. A great side benefit of 
the.day care center is the interaction between. the 
residents of Unit 2 and the youngsters at the day 
care center. This is truly a pleasure to view. 


In late October, RRH is reviewed by the New 
Hampshire State Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, Division of Public Health Services. In 1986, 
the results of this review showed room for improve- 
ment. In 1987, this improvement was realized. Sub- 
stantial gains were recognized in all areas of the 
facility. After this success, labor negotiations 
began with Strafford County RRH's employees' Union, 
New England Healthcare Employees Union, District 
#1199. These negotiations were amicably completed 
With a Signed contract ‘on’ December 3S1.341987.. This 
labor agreement was responsive to the demands of the 
nursing labor market, elevating wages paid to our 
employees to competitive levels. It is believed these 
wages will enable RRH to attract our share of the 
nursing labor market. 


Looking into 1988, I see a year of continued 
progress and success. Our plans include welcoming a 
new full-time Administrator on board with the speci- 
fic assignment of re-opening RRH to a 205-bed facil- 
ity, while continuing our high standard of care. 


In closing, I would like to recognize the excel- 
lent senior staff at RRH, particularly Melody Jones, 
Director of Administrative Services, and Daralyn 
Stewart, R.N., Director of Nursing and Related Ser- 
vices, who were very supportive during my tenure at 
RRH. 
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Further, I would like to thank the Strafford 
County Commissioners for providing guidance and 
showing enough faith in me to appoint me Acting 
Administrator of RRH. With everyone's’ continued 
effort, ‘coupled “with the °support of the “of “the 
Strafford County Delegation, RRH will continue to 
provide excellent care to the elderly of Strafford 
County.

THE YEAR 1987 


In 1987 we had the opportunity to see our diligent 
work of the Industrial Committee come to reality with 
the renovation of the Old Cow Barn. This will enable 
the industrial program to have two different 
classifications of inmates working at the same time 
with separation. 


Marilyn Allen, Industry Developer, had a _ busy 
year. The program served the following companies: 
G.F.S. Manufacturing Co., State of New Hampshire 
Roadside Cleanup, Waste Management, Curtis 1000, and 
Great Bay Training Center. 


The Industries Program grossed $54,077 etfs 
Breakdown: Victim Assistance: $3,099.99; Room and 
Board: $10,814.32. Jail Industries received 
$18,347.66. Netting $23,073.86, divided up among the 
working inmates when they were discharged. The 
Strafford County Department of Corrections Industries 
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Program received Federal Enhancement Certification 
in 1987, the only County in the United States to be 
certified. 


PROGRAM PARTICIPATION 


The Work Release Program, under the direction of 
Patricia Stuart, also had a busy year. The partici- 
pation has increased from year to year. 1987 has 
proven to have the highest rate of revenue and 
success. The program generated $20,284.00.

STRAFFORD COUNTY ATTORNEY'S REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1987 





The office of the Strafford County Attorney 
performs a dual function. First (in terms of 
workload), the County Attorney serves as the Attorney 
General's representative in Strafford County Superior 
Court. As such, the County Attorney represents the 
interests of the State of New Hampshire in all 
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criminal cases in the Strafford County Superior 
Court, with the exception of capital murder and first 
and second degree murders. This function involves 
reviewing/directing criminal investigations by local 
and State police, preparing and presenting evidence 
for felony indictments before the Grand Jury, 
reviewing misdemeanor and violation appeals to the 
Superior Court, researching and responding to motions 
filed with the Court, attending depositions of 
witnesses, preparing witnesses for deposition and 
trial, attending Court hearings, pre-trial, call of 
the list, trial, sentencing, sentence review, and 
other post-conviction hearings. 


The second function of the County Attorney is to 
serve as legal counsel for Strafford County. A 
variety of duties are performed by the County 
Attorney.) inwituleubbing “this functioms+ including 
representing the County's interest in civil litiga- 
tion in which the County or one of its agents is a 
party in State or Federal courts, representing 
residents of Strafford County in URESA proceedings, 
advising other County officials on acting as a legal 
resource for County delegation members, and advising 
them of legal implications on proposed legislation. 


Aside from these two main functions of the County 
Attorney, other duties prescribed by statute: 
responding to untimely, suspicious, or unattended 
deaths, and ordering autopsies when appropriate and 
initiating extradition proceedings. The County 
Attorney must also serve as voluntary administrator 
for the estates of deceased patients at Riverside 
Rest Home. In addition, as a public official, the 
County Attorney has a duty to the people of 
Strafford County and the the judicial system to 
promote justice and assist in expanding public 
awareness and understanding of our system of justice. 
The County Attorney meets this responsibility serving 
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as a public resource and speaking before a variety of 
CELLS and public agencies concerned with 
understanding and improving the quality of justice in 
Strafford “County. oThe County’* Attorney 2 is) "aiee 
actively involved in promoting legislation effecting 
the criminal justice system. 


The County Attorney's office also operates a 
Victim Assistance Program, which, through the efforts 
of the Victim Assistance Coordinator, assists victims 
of child abuse and sexual assaults in dealing with 
the criminal justice system. The program is designed 
to reduce the trauma to victims and assist them in 
every phase during criminal prosecution. 


The County Attorney's office continues to remain 
active in advising local and County officials in many 
areas of law. The County Attorney and Assistant 
County Attorneys address many community and law 
enforcement groups on ae variety of § subjects, 
including: Child Abuse, Sexual Assault, DWI, Criminal 
Justice System, and many other topics of concern to 
the community. 


During 1987, the County Attorney's office received 
another Federal grant to implement a Career Criminal 
Prosecution project. The project was initiated with 
the hiring of Attorney Janice K. Rundles as Chief 
Prosecutor for the project. The project focuses on 
targeted criminals, those individuals who have 
lengthy criminal records or cases which are complex 
and have a high expectation of going to trial. The 
goal of the project is to expedite the trial process, 
reduce delays, and ensure sufficient time and 
resources for adequate preparation. The project will 
receive matching Federal funds over a two year 
period.

Also in 1987, the County Attorney's office moved 
to a new location within the Justice and Adminis- 
tration Building. The former offices of the Strafford 
County Sheriff's Department were remodeled to conform 
to the needs of the County Attorney's office. The new 
offices provide more space, greater security, and 
increased privacy. 


The County Attorney's office extends it deepest 
appreciation to George Day and his staff, and to John 
Whittenberger, for their efforts in creating an 
exceptionally pleasant and professional environment. 
A special thanks is also extended to the County 
Commissioners and Delegation whose support throughout 
made the move possible and a source of pride for 
Strafford County.

The Strafford County Sheriff's Department, by law, 
has a primary function of serving civil process and 
transporting prisoners from Strafford County Superior 
Court, Strafford County House of Correction, and from 
Our tive 5)T district courts. 


During 1987, over 2,300 hours were spent trans- 
porting prisoners to and from our Courts and the 
County Jail, to Youth Development Centers, the New 
Hampshire State Prison, or the New Hampshire State 
Hospital. Deputies arrested three hundred and thirty- 
eight (338) individuals on capias issued by the 
Courts, an increase from last year. 


In the area of civil process in 1987, 6,200 pieces 
of civil process were served by the Department. This 
also is an increase over 1986. The Sheriff's 
Department civil process revenue returned to _ the 
County totalled $96,220.00, as compared to the 1986 
figure of #°$81;815.00. ‘The: -Sheriff's © Department 
operating budget was $254,403.00. It is evident by 
these figures that Strafford County residents are 
receiving a quality service at a minimal expense to 
the taxpayers. 


It has been my goal to provide the residents of 
Strafford County with the most’ professional and 
efficient Department possible. This has been because 
of my staff of professional County employees, who 
take pride in their performance. To them I would like

STRAFFORD COUNTY HUMAN SERVICES DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 
THE YEAR 1987 


The Strafford County Human Services Department 
continues to struggle with the ever-many policy 
changes and financial obligations imposed on _ the 
County with the passage of Senate Bill 1 by the State 
of New Hampshire. 


Currently, the Department oversees eight (8) 
programs under Senate Bill 1, with the four (4) 
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largest being mandated costs: Old Age Assistance, 
Intermediate Nursing Care, Aide to Permanently and 
Totally Disabled, and Board and Care of Children. The 
Board and Care cases continue to increase, with 
approximately 500 cases, 2/5 are in out-of-home 
placement, with the remaining receiving legal ser- 
vices, home based services, counselling, and medical 
services. 


The Department also provides information and 
referral services in assisting and directing indivi- 
duals to resources within Strafford County, from 
welfare and housing, and civic organizations, to 
placing children temporarily in our crisis home 
program. 


In an effort to expand services to the families of 
Strafford County and to control costs for the Board 
and Care of Children, Strafford County Human Services 
has once again undertaken a new task. Through the 
Five Percent (5%) Incentive Grant Funds paid to 
Strafford County from the State of New Hampshire, 
this Department was able to recruit and train volun- 
teers for the Strafford County Mediation Program 
scheduled to begin fiscal 1988. The volunteers have 
committed their time for the next year and have 
received forty (40) concentrated hours of training 
in the area of family mediation. 


This program provides a neutral third party to 
intervene between parent and child in order to work 
out their problems. The goal of the program is to 
deter the number of costly out-of-home placements and 
to keep these families intact with the support of the 
mediators. 


Also through this grant, the Mediation Coordinator 
has been successful in organizing and facilitating 
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two parent support groups, Parents in Need of 
Support (PINS), who meet weekly on a regular basis. 


With some of the same goals in mind, Strafford 
County contracted with Attorney Nancy Brown to pro- 
vide legal services to the Children in Need of Ser- 
vincess(CHINS) sof Strafford ‘County. 


Prior to this agreement, attorneys were sought out 
by the Court to take these cases. In many instances, 
attornteys were hesitant to accept and represent this 
particular group of juveniles. Through the ‘"CHINS 
Pilot Program" Attorney Brown was able to establish a 
need for a CHINS attorney. This has proved to be a 
success in the Court system, as well as a savings to 
the State of New Hampshire and Strafford County. The 
primary advantage to having one attorney to handle 
all CHINS cases are as follows: 


1. Lessened total costs such as research fees and 
visiting fees will be lessened by using one 
attorney; 


2. There will be more County control over who 
does the work and how the billing is done; 


3. Attorney Brown can be encouraged to be sure 
all the paperwork is done so that the County 
can seek reimbursement through all possible 
channels. 


In 1988, my Department will continue to _ seek 
innovative ways to deal with the inevitable changes 
in regulations associated with all of the programs we 
deal with. With the continued cooperation of my 
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office personnel and the support of the Strafford 
County Commissioners and Delegation, we feel we can 
meet the upcoming challenges.

STRAFFORD COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE ANNUAL 
REPORT FOR 1987 
(OCTOBER 1, 1986 — SEPTEMBER 30, 1987) 


County Extension is a solid example of accom- 
plishments achieved by government partnerships. The 
roots of Cooperative Extension run deep into the 
history of our country. In the mid-1800's, President 
Abraham Lincoln signed a bill creating land grant 
colleges. In 1914, Extension was established to bring 
information from the land grant colleges to the 
citizens. In 1915, the New Hampshire General Court 
began participating in the cooperative financing that 
enabled County Extension to be the major outreach 
agency of the University of New Hampshire to the 
people. Today, over thirty-four (34) UNH 
specialists/faculty members serve as research back-up 
the five Strafford County field agents. The County 
Extension Service identifies and responds to critical 
issues before they become crisis by gathering infor- 
mation and research results from the entire national 
land-grant system, including the Department of Agri- 
culture. 


While our mission has always been to help people 


adopt practices which will improve their well-being 
and to protect our natural resources, our methods for 
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accomplishing this and the topics of concern have 
changed depending on clientele needs. 


Strafford County has six (6) program areas: 


Agriculture and Natural Resources, Forestry, Home 
Economics and Family Living, 4-H and _ Youth 
Development, EFNEP (Extension Food Nutrition 
Education Program), and the Sea-Grant program. 


In each of these program areas Extension offers 
informal education based on the newest knowledge. 
This knowledge is transferred via printed informa- 
tion, phone calls, home visits, radio, television, 
newsletters, and group meetings. Our audiences 
include farmers, business people, consumers, land 
owners, local decision makers, families, and youth. 
Strafford County Extension agents are University of 
New Hampshire educators whose job it is to teach in 
the communities. As educators, we translate research 
results into practical terms for farmers and farm 
families, as well as consumers and youth in the 
cities and towns throughout Strafford County. We 
ensure that programs focus on local needs. 


We also work closely with local advisory com- 
mittees and volunteers. Volunteers are an important 


part of the outreach effort -- they teach others what 
they have learned. Through special agent supervised 
activities, volunteers may provide land for 


demonstrations, or expertise for judging. Volunteers 
also act as advisors, providing guidance in planning 
educational programs or organizational direction. 


Our office maintains an extensive collection of 
educational brochures, of which approximately 13,000 
were distributed this year. We also provide speakers 
for numerous community organizations, and our bi- 
monthly newsletter reaches 8,750 County residents. 
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Our staff includes five agents, one para-professional 
and three secretaries. This year we handled more than 
3,700 individual requests for information. 

While this is ‘onot ‘a full! /réport” ‘on™ thes many 
programs we conduct within Strafford County, it does 
provide an example of the scope of the impact sae by 
the current staff:

The Public Hearing held by the Strafford County

A roll call followed, which showed the following 
members present:

The Chairman explained the procedure to be fol- 
lowed at the meeting. First George Maglaras, Chair- 
man of the County Commissioners would give an over- 
view of the budget, then the meeting would be opened 
to the public for comments and questions, and after 
the public had been heard, the members of the County 
Delegation would be given an opportunity to make 
comments. 


Commissioner Maglaras mentioned that there was 
considerable cost-shifting from the Federal and State 
levels to the County which would put a financial 
burden on the County. He said the Commissioners would 
be meeting with subcommittees of the County Delega- 
tion to review the budget. As the budget stands, it 
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represents a forty-five percent (45%) increase in 
taxes. The reason is that costs are up fifteen 
percent (15%) coupled with a loss in revenue. He 
also stated that the budget included $200,000 for the 
Alms House and an appropriation for a Drug Task Force 
for Strafford County. 


The meeting was opened to the public for comments. 
The following people spoke: 


Lorraine Morang from Madbury complained that there 
was not enough explanation of the budget. It was 
learned that she had the summary sheet. Commissioner 
Maglaras said that the full detailed budget was 
available to the public at the Commissioners office. 
Mrs. Morang, however, was given a full budget at the 
meeting. 


Richard Hayes of Dover asked that support be given 
to the Community Action Programs. 


Rene Perry, Dover City Manager encouraged that the 
County waste pick-up be kept in the budget. He hoped 
that cities would put in their share along with the 
County. He would encourage the Delegation to try and 
lower the forty-five percent increase in the County 
budget. He realized the dilemma, that is, the shift- 
ing of costs to the County. The increase would cost 
Dover $600,000 which will have an impact on Dover's 
tax crates. 


Dan Hussey of Rochester, President of the 
Strafford County Homemakers Board of Directors ex- 
plained the makeup of the Board. He stated that their 
budget had increased, but they were not asking for 
any increase in the County budget. Their costs were 
up. Wages for homemakers have increased from $4.20 
to $5.10 an hour in order to compete. Although costs 
were up they were making ends meet from _ other 
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sources. They were able to maintain people in homes 
rather than institutions. Revenues from clients’ 
ability to pay plus revenues which he enumerated from 
other sources would make up the increased costs. He 
stressed the fact that they were not asking for 
additional funds. 


David Eastman of Somersworth, another member of 
the Homemakers Board of Trustees expressed concern 
for the elderly. He quoted from a publication about 
the health care crisis--the number of elderly is 
increasing. He pleaded for their budget to be held. 


Victor Hamel, former administrator of Riverside 
Rest. Home, mentioned that many elderly cannot afford 
going to a hospital, they need home care. He encour- 
aged the need for Homemakers and for the same amount 
to be kept in the budget. 


Bill Rochert of Dover stated that the Alcohol and 
Drug agency's crisis center needed County support. 


Carol Corso of the Strafford County Extension 
Service spoke about their services and relationship 
with UNH and the State and encouraged support of 
their programs. | 


Ms. H. Colby of Dover emphasized the need for 
Support of the Strafford County Homemakers. 


Hearing no more questions from the general public, 
the Chairman opened the floor to the County Delega- 
tion. Hearing no comments, he recognized Commis-— 
sioner Roberge, who said he had some good news to 
report. Commissioner Roberge stated that through 
leases in the Court System, the County would receive 
$100,000 more in revenues than last year; indeed good 
news was the comment from the Chairman. 
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The Chairman then made a few brief statements: 


1. He thanked everyone who attended to Public 
Hearing. 


2. He was sorry that more people were not in 
attendance. 


3. He assured the people that the budget requests 
would be strictly scrutinized and that decisions 
would be made in a responsible manner. 


The Public Hearing closed at 8:15 p.m. 


The County Delegation continued in session to 
transact other business.

The Commissioners presented a lump sum budget of 
$255,000.00. They did not allocate these funds to the 
various agencies. 


Representative Dingle, Chairman of the Subcom- 
mittee, reported the following: 


“For the past several years, the Subcommittee 
requested that agencies bill the County (generally on 
a monthly basis) for services rendered to those at or 
below the poverty level. A sliding fee scale has been 
adopted in most instances for those who could afford 
to pay all or a part of the services provided. This 
“unit subsidy for services rendered" has proved to 
be a very satisfactory way of funding these agencies 
and we recommend using the same approach for 1987. 


In 1986, the County funded social service programs 
at $344,300.00. Of this amount, $164,300.00 came from 
the County Tax Assessment and $180,000.00 came from 
Federal General Revenue Sharing Funds. Recently, the 
General Revenue Sharing Program was eliminated. 


Therefore, the Commissioners have proposed that 
fifty percent (50%) of the lost revenue sharing funds 
be absorbed in the County Tax. Hence, the Commis-—- 
sioners have proposed the 1987 budget to include 
$255,000.00 for social service programs, all of which 
will come from the County Tax. 


The Subcommittee recognizes that all of these 
agencies serve a real need in the County. However, we 
agree with the Commissioners that the agencies should 
share equally with the County taxpayer in the burden 
created by the lost revenue sharing funds.

The Subcommittee believes it has established a 
solid base for funding these agencies over the past 
two years and that the only equitable way of making 
an adjustment in funding in 1987 is by reducing each 
agency by a like amount (20.764)."

Chairman Bates asked Commissioner Maglaras as to 
the condition at the Riverside Rest Home, parti- 
cularly the income situation. 


Commissioner Maglaras responded that the present 
projected $/00,000 deficit for the year was included 
in the budget. Next year the deficit might be 
$1,000,000. This will depend on pending legislation, 
House Bill 21/7. There does not appear to be support 
for this bill in the Senate. The Federal government 
has cut its support from 58.5 percent to 51 percent. 
House Bill 21/7 would make the State and County share 
the non-Federal support on a 50/50 percent basis. 


The next item that came before the Executive 
Committee was a report on the recertification of the 
Rest Home. Commissioner Maglaras reported that the 
State inspected the facilities about two weeks ago. 
The only thing that the State was concerned about was 
the staffing. Commissioner Maglaras called the State 
about a decision on this matter; the reply was that 
it would probably be at least a month before any 
decision would be made. Obviously, this month delay 
was a concern to the County Commissioners. 


The Executive Committee expressed concern about 
the State's delay. The decision was that Chairman 
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Baces > would = contact» the eState -Commissioner; after 
having conferred with Representative Wilson, who was 
to have met with the Commissioner on this matter. 


Chairman Bates then proceeded with the next order 
of business, which was the appointment of a Chairman 
for the Long-Range Capital Planning Committee. 
Chairman Bates appointed Representative Chamberlin as 
the Chairman of this Committee. 


The next order of business was Chairman Bates' 
report on the Alms House. He had nothing new to 
report other than the fact that Tim Pearson is 
working through an economic analysis. In the mean- 
time, Gary Cassavechia has been retained to represent 
the County in any negotiations. 


Chairman Bates called on Commissioner Roberge to 
report on a request for additional space for the 
Correctional Industries Program. Commissioner Roberge 
said that the logical and only space for expansion 
for this program would be in the old cow barn. 


Representative Frechette moved, seconded by 
Representative E. Flynn, that the County Commis- 
Ssioners investigate the cost for additional space for 
the Correctional Industries Program and report to the 
Executive Committee. Also to include in the report 
the income offset for the receipt of funds for 
reimbursement for room and board for those persons 
involved in the program. The motion passed on a 
voice vote. 


The next order of business was the report of the 
Subcommittee for Human Service Grants. Representa- 
tive Wall reported for the Subcommittee on _ the 
meeting held with the Homemakers. 
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Representative Wall said that the Homemakers do 
not want to increase their appropriation from the 
County in the amount of $144,589, but they requested 
that the per unit cost (1/2 hour) be increased from 
$1.95 ‘to: $2.36. “Ihis. would. result in] reducing sre 
number of units being served by 12,881. 


Administrative Aide Fratto then outlined the 
Commissioners proposed contract with the Homemakers. 
In 1986, the County subsidized 80,237 units at $2.00 
per unit, totalling $160,474. In 198/),)\the propgeaed 
subsidy is 74,148 units at $1.95 per unit, totalling 
$144,589. The Homemakers’ recent request is for 
61,267 units at $2.36 per unit, totalling $144,589. 


Members of the Executive Committee made the 
following comments: 


Representative A. Torr raised the question to the 
Chairman as to what the County Delegation should do 
about the Commissioners' formula as the basis for the 
GONGLACE.s 


Representative Proulx said that the Homemakers 
should have a master plan--that within 5 to 10 years 
the Homemakers should wean themselves from any County 
Support. 


Representative Keans said that the» Executive 
Director is a very smooth politician. She said that 
the Executive Director and other employees are very 
well paid, and to “stick to your guns in supporting 
the Commissioners proposed contract.” 


Representative Wall said that the Homemakers 
Should make an effort to raise private funds. She 
further reported that they did not explain how they 
arrived at their proposed $2.36 per unit figure. 
They did not submit any figures as to the sources of 
income for their agency. 
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Representative Martling recalled that at _ the 
budget hearings it was stated that no services would 
be decreased, but that either private sources of 
funds would be sought or that administrative expenses 
would be trimmed. 


Representative Laurion said that the Homemakers 
should open their books, otherwise the Commissioners' 
proposed contract should not be changed. 


Representative Frechette said that if the Home- 
makers do not sign the contract, that payments should 
be held until the contract is signed. 


Representative Pelley said that the Director 
commented to her after the budget hearings that he 
was happy with the outcome and that all of the Board 
members were happy. 


Representative Wall said that all agencies, 
including Homemakers, when they appeared before the 
Subcommittee at the budget hearings, stated that they 
would not cut’ services, even== if .. thee’ sCounty 
appropriations were cut. 


Representative A. Torr said in response to a 
Statement that was made by Representative Wall that 
the Homemakers would like to set up an investment 
fund and use the interest and dividends to help to 
Support the agency. Representative A. Torr said that 
any such investment fund should be established by 
private contributions and not from the taxpayers. She 
further stated that there may be further cuts next 
year. She supported the Commissioners' proposed 
contract with Homemakers. 


Representative Swope asked why a contract was 
needed. Chairman Bates replied that if there were no 
contracts, they could spend the money any way they 
desired with no controls. 
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Representative Proulx said that maybe next year at 
budget time we should get an audited report of units 
of service.

Commissioner Maglaras responded 
that one audit was substantially complete, but that 
the other was about half complete, which accounts for 
the difference in billing for this expense.

The Chairman read the corrections which were made 
to the minutes of the April 8, 1987 and May 8, 1987 
meetings and mailed to the Executive Committee 
members (attached). He then asked if there were any 
additional corrections or additions to the Minutes of 
April 8, 1987 and May 8, 1987. Representative Wall 
moved, seconded by Representative Frechette, that the 
corrections to the minutes of the April 8, 1987 and 
May 8, 198/7 meetings be accepted as written.

Chairman Bates recognized Commissioner Maglaras. 
Commissioner Maglaras introduced the new Adminis-— 
trative Aide Raymond Bower to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Chairman Bates welcomed Mr. Bower to his new 
position on behalf of the entire Delegation. 


Chairman Bates again recognized Commissioner 
Maglaras, who gave a brief overview of the second 
quarter budget for the Executive Committee. Com- 
missioner Maglaras noted that the Commissioners have 
decided to re-open admissions at the Rest Home, 
effective immediately. He explained that over the 
past few months, due to the shortage of staff, the 
Commissioners had voluntarily stopped admissions. 
Presently, 168 beds are occupied. Patients and staff 
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were consolidated by closing one of the units 
temporarily. He noted that the County can be 
penalized by having to pay a larger percentage of 
Medicare costs the Rest Home falls below 85% occu- 
pancy; this is another reason why admissions have 
been re-opened. He reported that Unit 2, the unit 
which was closed, will be re-opened as a light care 
UNLE. 


Commissioner Maglaras reported on the status of 
the oil spill which occurred at the Rest Home. The 
lagoon has been drained and special oil-eating 
microorganisms have been put into the lagoon. EUA 
Cogenex's insurance company will be reimbursing the 
County for the costs related to cleaning up the 
spill. The lagoon has not been operational since the 
oil spill occurred, four months ago. It has cost 
$3,500 thus far to clean up the spill and another 
$4,800 was spent on a special outboard motor used to 
aerate the lagoon. We are now in the process’ of 
bringing the lagoon back up to BOD levels and trying 
to assess how much the insurance company will pay 
back. It was noted that the lagoon will not be 
cleaned properly for several more months. The money 
for the motor was taken out of the capital expense 
line item. 


Commissioner Maglaras noted that the EUA Cogenex 
Contract line item in the budget has been over- 
expended due to these problems. No more money will be 
paid to Cogenex until this matter has been resolved. 
Representative Chamberlin asked ‘Be there was 
effluents into the river. Commissioner Maglaras 
responded that the State Water Resources ~ and 
Pollution Control Board has been inspecting the river 
every week. 


Commissioner Maglaras also noted that the Com- 
missioners are ‘looking into the possibility “GF 
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opening a day care for County employees. It was going 
to be located in Unit 2, but since it was decided to 
open this as a light care unit, the day care will be 
temporarily placed in the multi-purpose room. This 
project has been put on hold until the sprinkler 
system has been installed in the Alms House. The work 
has begun on the sprinkler system, but due to another 
problem this has been put on hold as well. 


Commissioner Maglaras also reported that’ the 
filter system at the Jail had to be replaced due to 
dust. The smoke alarms all had to be taken out and 
cleaned professionally because they were filled with 
dust and were not working properly. This 
unanticipated expenditure caused an overexpenditure 
in the Jail's budget. Representative Torr asked if 
the filters were under’ contract. Commissioner 
Maglaras responded that they were not. 


Chairman Bates noted that there are several new 
accounts in the budget and requested that’ any 
questions on these accounts be held until the end of 
the meeting. He complemented Administrative Aide 
Bower on the explanatory report which was sent along 
with the budget. It was very informative and helpful 
as it answered many of the questions which would have 
been asked during the meeting. 


Representative Torr asked about line item 8360.05, 
Correctional Industries Progran, © which is 
appropriated for $24,000, but is also listed under 
6136, with no appropriation. Commissioner Maglaras 
explained that the auditors have made many changes in 
the budget due to grants, etc., and this would be 
explained later. 


Commissioner Maglaras also explained that the 
County is now having quarterly budget audits, instead 


of one at the end of the year, in order to make 
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appropriate changes during the calendar year, 
therefore making it easier at the end of the year to 
make adjustments. 


4100 - Administration 


Representative Flynn asked for an explanation of 
4100.21 - Audit. It was explained that the bulk of 
the work is being done quarterly, therefore the 
auditors are being paid during the year rather than 
in one lump sum at the end of the year. 


Representative Flynn asked for an explanation of 
4100.68 - Telephone. It was explained that a New 
England WATS line had been installed and the lines 
which were shared by the Human Service Department and 
the Commissioners office had been separated. In the 
long run, this WATS line will save the County money. 


Representative Callaghan asked about line: item 
4100.28 -— Computer Consultant. Commissioner Maglaras 
explained that instead of calling the computer 
company for problems with the new computer system, 
the County was using the services of the Computer 
Consultant, which was less costly. He explained that 
he has a breakdown of the consultant's time in 
different departments and what type of work he has 
been performing. Although this line item has been 
overexpended in the Commissioners' budget, other 
departments have not been charged as yet. This will 
be corrected in the next budget, after the breakdown 
has been computed. He noted that overall throughout 
the budget, if the Consultant's line item in each 
department is added together, it represents a fifty 
percent (50%) expenditure. 


Representative Frechette asked for a clearer 
explanation of 4100.68 - Telephone. Part of the cost 


in this line are shared with the Human Service 
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Department, » but’ the “breakdown §‘is ‘edifficult “to 
ascertain. The Human Service Department shared the 
Commissioners phone lines and during the budget 
process last year, it was recommended that the in- 
coming WATS line be taken out of their office, they 
have had to make many long-distance calls on the 
regular lines, therefore causing an increase in this 
line item, in both the Commissioners' and the Human 
Service Department's budgets. Since the phone lines 
have been separated between the two departments for 
regular lines, it will be much easier to ascertain 
the actual costs for each department. However, since 
the WATS lines are still shared, these costs will 
still be split. It was again noted that since the in- 
coming WATS line in Human Services was removed, the 
costs of long-distance calls will probably cause an 
over-expenditure in this department's budget. 


Representative Pelley asked what the cost of the 
New England WATS line installation was. Commissioner 
Maglaras responded that the initial cost for 
installation was $150.00. 


4120 - Deeds 
No questions. 
4160 - J&A Maintenance 


Representative Callaghan asked for an explanation 
of 4160.81 - Equipment Repair/Maintenance. In the 
explanation report sent out it states that this 
Overexpenditure was due to the installation of a 
Rolding> cell’ for => Superior /OCourt. . Commissioner 
Maglaras explained that there was a holding cell in 
the Sheriff's office, but since the County Attorney 
moved into that area, the cell has been made into an 
office. In order to cut the cost of having a deputy 
present during trials, a holding cell was installed 
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behind the bailiff's desk on the second floor. The 
cost of the cell should pay for itself within a year 
due to savings from not having to have a deputy 
present. The total cost of building the cell was 
approximately $1,600. 


Representative Keans asked why the cost for this 
was placed, in 4160.81 - Equipment Repair/ Maintenance 
and not 4160.80 - Building Repair. Commissioner 
Maglaras noted this was an accounting error and the 
cost would be transferred to the appropriate 
account. 


Representative Keans noted that the subcommittee 
had reviewed this portion of the budget thoroughly 
during the budget process to ascertain the exact 
amount needed for line item 4160.97 - New Equipment 
and wondered why it had been overexpended. 


It was explained that a new tractor was purchased 
which is used by the Courthouse to mow the lawns. 
Representative Torr asked if Riverside Rest Home 
would be using this piece of equipment. Commissioner 
Maglaras responded no, not if it can be helped. The 
Maintenance Director will perform the work for 
Riverside himself if needed. 


Chairman Bates requested that the Commissioners be 
more careful about over-expended line items in the 
future if it can be helped. 


9370 - County Convention 


Chairman Bates noted that this line item was 
anticipated to be high during the budget process. 


9900 - Contingency 
This item will be discussed at the end of the 


meeting. 
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9900.04 - Alms House 


Chairman Bates noted that he has been unable to 
contact Mr. Tim Pearson for a report on the status of 
mothballing the Alms House. Chairman Bates noted that 
he wants to reaffirm his personal commitment that 
something will be done with the Alms House by 
December 31, 1987. It will either be repaired or 
demolished by that date. 


9100 - Debt Accounts 


Representative Flynn asked about 9100.01 -Interest 
on Temporary Loan and 9100.02 - Interest on Bonded 
Debt. He wanted to know if there is a set schedule 
for payments of these items. Treasurer Crocco 
responded that there is a schedule made up at the 
beginning of the year. 


9902.01 - Capital Expenditures - J&A 
No questions. 
4100 - County Attorney 


Commissioner Maglaras commented on why the figure 
was low for 4100.02- Assistant Attorneys. He noted 
that two assistant attorneys have left the County and 
Bae sCounty Attorney #had’.a *difficult. >time**hiting 
replacements due to the low pay. 


Representative Flynn asked about line item 4100.03 
- Administrative Aide. It was explained that this 
position is split 50/50 between the County Attorney's 
budget and a grant the County Attorney receives from 
the Federal government for the Victim Assistance 
Program, line item 4119.03. 
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4140 — Sheriff 


Representative Flynn asked for an explanation of 
line item 4140.88 - Vehicle Lease. This is a front- 
loaded payment, which is paid in full at the begin- 
ning of the year, for three vehicles. 


Representative Frechette requested an update on 
the relocation of the Sheriff's office. This move has 
been completed and the Sheriff's office has been 
across the street for approximately five months. It 
was noted that the number of transports has increased 
due to increased Court activity and prisoners 
transferred from other penal institutions. The cost 
of this is offset by revenue for room and board. 


There was a question on 4140.39 - Other Supplies- 
Photos ~*& “Film. This is overexpended due _ to 
unanticipated increases in prisoner population. It 
was noted that during the next budget process, things 
like this should be looked into more carefully. 


Representative Chamberlin asked for an explanation 
of 4140.46 - Bailiff Expense. This expense is 
reimbursed by the State through a revenue line. 


4141 - Dispatch 


Representative Chamberlin asked how much _ this 
department's budget is offset by the cities and towns 
using Dispatch. Cities and towns no longer pay for 
the County's services. They are, however, paying for 
a portion of the new equipment. 


Representative Chamberlin asked about line item 
4141.60 - Electricity and how it is broken down. 
Representative Keans noted that nothing has been paid 
out of the Department of Corrections' budget for 
electricity. She requested a more accurate figure so 
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that all costs incurred for housing inmates can be 
taken into consideration when figuring the actual 
amount it costs the County. Chairman Bates agreed 
that in order to offset our costs with revenues, this 
amount needs to be accurate. 


Representative Frechette asked where the elec- 
tricity meter is located for the Department of 
Corrections. Commissioner Maglaras noted that the 
Jail and the Rest Home are on the same meter and the 
amount paid is split. It was suggested that perhaps a 
Separate meter for the Jail would be helpful. 
Commissioner Maglaras responded that this has been 
looked into before and it proved to be  cost- 
prohibitive. He noted that the auditors usually set 
an amount to be charged to the Jail for electricity. 
Representative Frechette asked why this was not done 
to date. Representative Keans stated that she felt 
since the Jail is self-contained, it probably uses 
much more electricity than the Rest Home. 


Representative Chamberlin suggested having a meter 
installed by Public Service Company of New Hampshire 
(PSNH) to ascertain a percentage of electricity used 
by the Jail and request that they do a study of the 
percentage the Jail uses. Commissioner Maglaras 
Stated that he will contact PSNH on this matter. It 
was the general consensus that a better figure is 
needed to ascertain electrical usage by the Jail. 
Representative Keans noted that having the true cost 
perce lectricity ‘used “by. *the™Jail*'would**giver“us a 
better idea of how much to charge for room and 
board. 


6100 - Department of Corrections 
Representative Flynn asked for an explanation of 
6100.51. He noted that when the subcommittee worked 


up the amount to appropriate for this line, they used 
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the figure of $1.97 per meal. The auditors have 
adjusted this amount to $2.50 per meal, so this line 
will be overexpended. Representative Keans_ noted 
that the subcommittee had discussed this figure and 
tried to come up with a more accurate amount, which 
they deemed to be about $2.27 per meal, but this 
amount was never changed in the budget. 


Representative Torr asked why line item 6100.81- 
Equipment Repair/Maintenance was overexpended. She 
thought they had appropriated more money to this line 
at the last Executive Committee meeting from the 
Contingency account. 


There was a question on item 6100.16 -Unemployment 
Insurance. This is a front-loaded premium and no more 
will be paid, although it has been overexpended, 
because not enough money was appropriated for this 
line. Many of the unemployment insurance line items 
were underestimated. 


6140 -— National Institute of Corrections 


Commissioner Dumont briefly explained that this 
line item number had been changed from 8360.05 to 
6140. Chairman Bates said that this budget would be 
discussed later. 


4190 - Human Service Department 


There was a question on 4190.55 - Aid to Per- 
manently & Totally Disabled. It was explained that 
there is lag in the State's billing to the County. 
Commissioner Maglaras noted that many changes will be 
taking place in this Department in the future. There 
was some discussion on the 5% Incentive Funds for 
juvenile programs. There was also some discussion on 
4190.68 - Telephone. See 4100 - Administration for 
explanation. 
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8360 - Resource Agencies & Countywide Programs 


It was noted that only $2,000 has been drawn down 
from the Regional Planning Commission. This is for 
the hazardous household waste pickup which will take 
place in September, when the balance should be drawn 
down. 


Representative Frechette asked how the billing 
process is working for these agencies. It is on a per 
unit basis. 


9200 - Insurances —- J&A 
No questions. 
Long-Range Planning Committee 


Representative Chamberlin, Chairman of this 
committee reported that he had planned on meeting 
with members of his committee after the Executive 
Committee meeting, but decided to wait. He noted that 
Administrative Aide Bower and he would be 
distributing a proposal to department heads and 
elected officials to fill out for their anticipated 
needs for the next six years. It will be requested 
that the department heads/elected officials return 
the completed forms by September 10, 1987 and then he 
will set up a meeting to discuss the requirements. 


Representative Chamberlin then asked to be excused 
due to a previous appointment. 


RECESS 
OUT OF RECESS 
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5100 -—- Administration 


Representative Torr asked for an explanation of 
5100.97 - New Equipment. She noted that two computer 
terminals had been requested under new equipment and 
yet no expenditures had been made to date. It was 
explained that until all the problems with the new 
computer system had been worked out, we were waiting 
to purchase these terminals. 


Representative Flynn asked about line item 5100.20 
- Labor Relations, as to why it had been reduced from 
the amount paid at the first quarter's budget 
meeting. It was noted that this was a bookkeeping 
error and had been corrected. 


Representative Torr asked about line items 5100./0 
- Administrator's Expense and 5100.71 -Travel. 
Commissioner Maglaras responded that he believed 
flowers for patients were purchased out: of 
Administrator's Expense. Commissioner Roberge noted 
that the Travel line item has been overexpended due 
to the Administrator's having to travel to Concord 
for hearings on lawsuits. Representative Kincaid 
asked if the Travel line included travel for 
schooling. The response was no. 


At this point, Representative Keans motioned to go 
into Executive Session to discuss personnel matters 
at the Rest Home. Seconded by Representative Kincaid. 
There was some discussion on this matter and 
Representative Keans withdrew her motion, and 
Representative Kincaid withdrew his second. 


Representative Callaghan asked about line item 
5100.28 - Computer Consultant. This is the same 
matter discussed earlier under 4100.28 -Computer 
Consultant. Representative Callaghan asked if these 
-28 lines would continue to be  overexpended. 
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Commissioner Maglaras responded that it will be 
overexpended somewhat in certain departments, but 
throughout the entire budget, it will come out even. 


Representative Frechette asked if all the problems 
with the new computer system had been worked out as 
yet. Administrative Aide Bower responded that most of 
them had been solved. Representative Torr noted that 
line item .28 had been added to the budget to keep 
better track of the computer consultant's costs. 


There was further discussion on this line item. 
It was noted that the Executive Committee was 
concerned about the costs incurred with the new 
computer system and would like to have it monitored 
better. Chairman Bates stated that the third quarter 
budget should have all the appropriate departments 
charged correctly for the computer consultant's costs 
and all computer-related costs. 


5130 -— Dietary 


Representative Torr asked what purchases had been 
made under 5130.9/ - New Equipment. Representative 
Keans noted that the explanation given in the memo 
was not adequate. 


Administrative Aide Bower reported on the pur- 
chases from line item 5130.9/ - New Equipment. 
$2,900 was for the therma-tray system and other 
various items. Representative Torr asked whether the 
Therma-tray system would be paid for at the end of 
1987. It was purchased through a five-year plan and 
this is the third year we have had it. 


5140 - Nursing 


Commissioner Maglaras noted that as of Tuesday, 
the patient load was 168. Representative Torr asked 
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about line item 5140.07 - Overtime. She wanted to 
know if this included the overtime of purchased 
services for nursing. The Rest Home uses a nursing 
pool for additional help at the Home and pays for it 
out of 5140.29 - Purchased Services. Commissioner 
Maglaras noted that the Rest Home should have 32 
full-time equivalents, but there are 22 at _ the 
present time. The balance of the work load is done 
through the nursing pool. In response to 
Representative Torr's original question, the payment 
of overtime for the nursing pool personnel will be 
looked into. The Commissioners were unsure whether it 
came of line item 5140.29 or 5140.0/. Representative 
Torr asked why line item 5140.04 -Medical Record/Ward 
Clerks was so much  under-budget. Commissioner 
Maglaras responded that one of these positions was 
not filled until late in the year. 


5145 - Resident Services 

No questions. 
5150 - Facilities and Services 

Question on line item 5150.36 - Chlorination 
Treatment. This overexpenditure was due to the oil 
spill cleanup and the County will be reimbursed by 
EUA Cogenex's insurance company. 
5160 - Laundry and Sewing 

Representative Frechette asked if laundry is still 
be contracted out. Commissioner Maglaras responded 
yes, the County has Kleen, Inc. perform this work. 


5170 - Housekeeping 


In response to a question, Commissioner Maglaras 
responded that the Laundry and Sewing and House- 
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keeping departments had been consolidated under the 
supervision of the Facilities and Services Depart- 
ment. 


5180 - Physician and Pharmacy 


Commissioner Maglaras noted that next year this 
department may increase significantly, if the House 
Bill regarding pharmaceuticals and Medicaid reim- 
bursement passes. 


5190 -— Staff Education 


Commissioner Maglaras reported that the Rest Home 
is budgeted to employ 92 full-time equivalent 
Certified Nurses Aides, and there are presently 84. 
Another CNA course will begin shortly. 


Representative Torr asked why very little or no 
money had been expended from line items 5190.68 - 
Tuition Assistance and 5190.69 - Tuition Assistance 
(mgmt.). The Commissioners have been looking into 
the possibility of offering different courses at the 
Rest Home to attract nursing personnel, but as yet 
nothing has been determined to be cost-effective. 
There was discussion on the course that will be 
offered at the end of October for CNA's. The 
Commissioners are working out the logistics of this 
program at the present time. 


5151 - Physical Therapy 


| Representative Flynn asked about about the hiring 
of a director for this department. Presently, there 
_is no director and the County pays someone to perform 
these responsibilities out of line item 5151.29 - 
Service Contracts. Commissioner Maglaras reported 
| that we have advertised several times for this 
position and the pay is not enough. It is cheaper to 
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hire a consultant. Representative Torr said this was 
understandable considering the current market rates 
being paid physical therapists. 


5192 - Activities and Volunteer 


Representative Torr asked if the changeover made 
in this department was working out. The response was 
yes. 


5195 - Social Services 


Representative Torr asked if 5195.03 - Social 
Worker was a full time position. Commissioner 
Maglaras said this position was going to be full- 
time, however, due to the cut back in admissions, it 
was not necessary. With the re-opening of admissions, 
the position will probably become full-time shortly. 


9500 - Insurances 


Representative Frechette asked if the addition of 
the day care center would increase the County's 
insurance rates. Commissioner Maglaras explained that 
the day care center will be run by a private company 
at no cost to the County. 


Representative Torr asked if the Director of of 
Administrative Services had received her license as 
yet. Commissioner Maglaras responded no, but it is 
her intention to return to school. She has _ not 
returned to school as yet because she was undecided 
as to whether she would be staying on at Riverside or 
not. 


Representative Keans asked for an explanation of 
the day care center. Commissioner Maglaras 
responded. There was some discussion on this matter. 
The general consensus of the Executive Committee was 
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that the day care center was an excellent idea, 
however, they noted that the Commissioners be sure 
that the County is covered for any liability. 


9902 - Capital Expenditures —- RRH 
No questions. 


Chairman Bates asked about the Compensation line 
item, 4100.31 in the Administration budget, in the 
amount of $6,000. Commissioner Maglaras noted that 
this money has been expended and will show in the 
third quarter budget. 


Representative Wall motioned to accept the Second 
Quarter Budget. The motion was seconded . by 
Representative Callaghan. 


Commissioner Maglaras explained the new line items 
in the budget. These were put in the budget at the 
recommendation of the auditor to show expenses 
against revenues from grants and other programs. He 
explained that these grant monies have to be expended 
as per the rules and regulations of the agency giving 
the money. He noted that these items will not appear 
as part of the next budget report, but separately. 


Representative Keans asked about the Delegation's 
legal obligation in participating in these programs. 
Commissioner Maglaras responded that the Delegation 
does not have to do anything. There was some further 
discussion on the grants. 


Chairman Bates called the motion. It was passed on 
a roll call vote as follows: 


YEAS: Bates, Callaghan, Flynn, Frechette, Keans, 
Kincaid, Pelley, Torr, and Wall (9). 
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NAYS: None. 


Commissioner Roberge made his presentation for 
renovation of the cow barn. He anticipates the total 
cost to be $40,000. There was lengthy discussion as 
to where the money for the work would be appropriated 
from. Several suggestions were made. Although 
everyone agreed to the idea of the project, there was 
some hesitancy as to where the money to pay for it 
would come from. Chairman Bates noted that he did not 
wish to set a precedent by appropriating money for a 
project from no where in particular and then having 
the Commissioners report back as to where it was 
spent from. 


Representative Frechette motioned to authorize 
this project, not to exceed $32,000, with the source 
of the funds to be determined at the Executive 
Committee's next meeting. The motion was seconded by 
Representative Flynn. There was some discussion on 
the motion. Representative Torr motioned to amend 
the motion to read $40,000, the amendment’ was 
seconded by Representative Flynn. The amendment to 
‘-the motion. passed on a voice vote. 


Chairman Bates called the motion as amended. A 
roll call vote was taken to approve the motion to 
authorize this project, not to exceed $40,000, with 
the source of funds to be determined at the Executive 
Committee's next meeting, as follows: 


YEAS: Bates, Callaghan, Flynn, Frechette, Keans, 
Kincaid, Pelley, Torr, and Wall (9). 


NAYS: None. 
Representative Keans motioned to go into Executive 
Session to discuss a personnel matter at the Rest 


Home. The motion was seconded by Representative 
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Kincaid and was approved on a roll call vote as 
follows: 


YEAS: Bates, Callaghan, Flynn, Frechette, Keans, 
Kincaid, Pelley, Torr, and Wall (9). 


NAYS: None. 


The Executive Committee went into Executive 
Session at 1:40 p.m. 


The Executive Committee voted to come out of 
Executive Session at 2:00 p.m. It was reported that 
during the Executive Session a particular employee 
matter at Riverside Rest Home had been discussed and 
no action was taken. The Executive Session then 
adjourned into the regular meeting. 


On a motion by Representative Torr, seconded by 
Representative Kincaid, the meeting adjourned at 2:01

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Chairman Bates asked Representative Chamberlin to 
give a brief overview of the Long-Range Capital 
Planning Committee's efforts. 


Representative Chamberlin reported that his 
Committee recommended that there would not be a need 
for any new capital (building) construction. 
However, all department heads submitted their 
estimated needs for labor, office space, and equip- 
ment. The Committee report covering the period 1988 
through 1993 was distributed to the Executive 
Committee. 


Chairman Bates thanked the Committee comprised of 
the following members: Representative Chamberlin, 
Chairman, Representatives Callaghan, Frechette, 
Robinson, and Wall. 


Chairman Bates asked Commissioner Roberge to give 
the Executive Committee an update on the renovations 
of the Cow Barn. 


Commissioner Roberge reported that the project was 
about ninety-nine percent (99%) completed. The 
project will be completed within the $40,000 budget. 
The Dover Fire Department was requested to inspect 
the remodeled Cow Barn; they were very favorably 
impressed by the results. 


Commissioner Roberge further reported that 
Davidson Rubber is very interested in supplying this 
program with a number of projects. 


Chairman Bates said that everyone connected with 
this project deserved a big vote of thanks. 


Chairman Bates then proceeded to update the 
Executive Committee as to the status of the Alms 


House. 
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The Alms House Committee has met with Tim Pearson; 
Southeastern New Hampshire Services (SENH) is very 
interested in entering into a long term lease 
arrangement for 15,000 square feet of the building, 
which is approximately one-third of the space in the 
Alms House. SENH would propose to remodel the space 
at their expense. The up-front costs to the County 
would be less than budgeted. The County would have 
to replace windows, remodel the entrance and provide 
electricity to the facility which could be tapped 
into by any other tenants occupying the premises. 


A draft of the contract-lease document has been 
sent to Attorney Gary Cassevechia, who will represent 
the County in this matter. Chairman Bates stated that 
the proposal should be available to the full 
Delegation by the end of this year. 


Representative A. Torr asked who authorized the 
hiring of Attorney Cassevechia and why was not the 
County Attorney asked to take care of this matter. 
Chairman Bates responded that it was stated back when 
the Alms House project was first proposed, that legal 
assistance would be required to protect the County's 
interests. He further stated that the County 
Attorney's forte is in criminal law and not in 
contract and real estate law. 


Representative Keans made comments emphasizing 
what Chairman Bates had said. 


It was pointed out that in the lease proposal 
there would be an escalation clause so that when SENH 
recouped some of their up-front costs by virtue of 
low initial lease payments, their lease payments 
would increase in subSequent years. 


Representative A. Torr asked for an update on the 
_ Day Care Center. 
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Commissioner Maglaras responded that the project 
has been very favorably accepted. The patients are 
happye The State inspectors were very pleased with 
the set up. The capacity is for thirty (30) children 
and there are presently approximately twenty-two 
(22). The children recently dressed up in costumes 
for Halloween and went to see the patients; it was a 
morale booster for the elderly. 


A question was raised concerning liability to the 
County for the day care operation. Contractually, 
the day care has accepted full responsibility for its 
actions and is fully insured by Kendall Insurance 
Agency and the operators of the Day Care have 
included the County as additional insureds in its 
policy. 


The fee schedule is competitive with other day 
care facilities; however, a ten percent (10%) 
discount is given to County employees. 


The next order of business was the County Com- 
missioners’ Third Quarter Financial Report. 


Chairman Bates commented that overall the accounts 
were within budget, although some individual items 
were under budget and some were over budget. 


Chairman Bates commended Executive Assistant 
Raymond Bower and the Commissioners for the new 
format of the report which is much improved over 
former presentations. 


The Executive Committee then proceeded to ceview, 
page by page, the 26 page report. 


Below are listed the comments, questions, and 
responses as the Executive Committee reviewed the 


expenditure and revenue accounts. 
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JUSTICE AND ADMINISTRATION 
4120 - Deeds 


There was considerable discussion concerning a 
request by Register of Deeds Philippe J. Morrissette 
in his letter dated October 27, 1987 to the County 
Commissioners and the Strafford County Delegation to 
purchase a 16 millimeter (mm) camera to photograph 
bound books. The purchase is to be made immediately, 
but payment would be made after January 1, 1988. 


Representative Flynn moved, seconded by Repre- 
sentative Wall that the purchase of the 16 mm camera 
be handled in the normal budgeting fashion. The 
motion passed on a voice vote. 


Mr. Morrissette in a letter dated October 26, 1987 
addressed to the County Delegation requested that the 
unexpended balance in Account 4120.05, Part-Time 
easoiidation in the amount ~ of. $3,/52./6 ~ be 
transferred to an appropriate account to be used for 
the purpose of repairing bound books that are in poor 
shape. 


Representative Frechette moved, seconded by 
Representative Kincaid, that $3,/52./6 be transferred 
from Account 4120.05 to Account 4120.81. 


The consensus from the discussion was that this 
type of transfer within a department did not need 
County Delegation approval and thus by voice vote the 
motion was defeated. 


4160 - Maintenance 
Representative Keans suggested that the usage of 
electricity and water be checked. It was pointed out

usage. 


4110 - County Attorney 


Representative Torr asked about line item 4110.28 
Computer Consultant. She requested an update on the 
whole computer system, which was given by Executive 
Assistant Bower. 


4140 - Sheriff 


Representative Swope questioned line item 4140.72 
Auto Expense (gasoline) as to why the Sheriff's 
Department did not use gasoline provided by the State 
in the State-wide program which provides gas at a 
lower price. 


The answer was that the State has not provided 
Dover with such a facility. 


Representative Flynn asked about line item 4140.10 
Social Security and line item 4140.14 Workman's 
Compensation. He thought these items were fixed costs 
and wondered why they were overexpended. Commissioner 
Maglaras responded that they were increased because 
of the increase in Bailiff expense due to the fact 
that the Legislature raised the Bailiff rate from $40 
Noto OU. 


Chairman Bates remarked that the cover letter 
describing the reason for these items being over- 
expended was because of front-loaded expenses was 
probably inaccurate. Commissioner Maglaras said that 
they were front-loaded expenses, but the increased 
amount was due to the fact that the Bailiff rate, 
which was increased by the State Legislature, 
occurred after the County had established its 
budget. 
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6100 - Department of Corrections 


Executive Assistant Bower reported that on line 
item 6100.51 Meals, the increased cost was due to the 
fact that the auditors made an adjustment on the meal 
Post allocation and increased it from $1.99 to $2.50 
per meal. He also said that they will begin using a 
system of serving individual meals rather’ than 
serving the food bulk style on January 1, 1988. 


Representative Keans noted that going from bulk 
serving to individual meals meant that the prisoners 
had less choice for their likes and dislikes of 
food. 


Representative Flynn noted that line item 6100.10 
Social Security and 6100.14 Workman's Compensation 
expenses were lower than other departments. 
Executive Assistant Bower responded that the Jail was 
under a different policy and expenses are _ paid 
quarterly (not up front), but paid after the fact. 


Representative Pelley inquired as to why line item 
6100.06 Officer Training had zero expenses. The 
answer was that the program had just been started 
under the New Hampshire Association of Counties. 


6101 — Cow Barn Renovations 

Commissioner Roberge reported that the project was 
approximately ninety-nine percent (99%) complete and 
that approximately $30,000 has been expended for this 
project and that the whole project will be within the 
$40,000 estimated cost. 


4190 - Human Service Department 


Representative Flynn asked whether line item 
4190.59 Program Development was a carryover item and 
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part of the Five Percent (5%) Funding by the State. 
Commissioner Maglaras reported that the money had 
been spent and that this was an error in presentation 
and would be corrected on the next report. 


RIVERSIDE REST HOME 
5100 - Administration 


Representative Chamberlin asked about the status 
in hiring an Administrator for the Rest Home. The 
response was that the market is inflated, so there is 
a problem in attracting people at the budgeted 
figure. To date, only three applications have been 
received. 


Representative Torr said that she thought that 
communication had greatly improved concerning 
Riverside Rest Home. Executive Assistant Bower was 
doing an excellent job in keeping her abreast of all 
changes. 


Representative Torr had a question about line item 
5100.29 Purchased Services, particularly the TRW 
contract. The answer was that the $2,000 expenditure 
was not part of what was originally approved. 
Representative Torr asked about line item 5100.97 New 
Equipment. Executive Assistant Bower reported that 
two computer terminals were purchased and _ that 
$817.96 is the actual price. The computers have been 
installed and are operating. 


5130 - Dietary 


Representative Torr stated that she felt that the 
note in connection with line item 5130.97 New 
Equipment was a bit misleading. Executive Assistant 
Bower said that he meant that they were projected 
costs. 
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5140 - Nursing 


Representative Torr asked under what line item 
were pooled nurses paid. The answer was line item 
5140.29 Purchased Services. 


5145 - Resident Services 


Representative Torr asked why line item 5145.27 
Occupational Therapy Consultant had zero expenditure. 
The answer was that this line item was paid for by 
the March of Dimes. 


5160 - Laundry and Sewing 


Representative Torr asked about line item 5160.39 
Supplies and Expense. Commissioner Maglaras 
responded that it was for marking linen (although we 
have a machine). They think it was for ink, however, 
they will check on it. 


Representative Keans asked how the outside laundry 
service was working out. The answer was that they 
were doing an excellent job. 


Representative Chamberlin asked what the com- 
parison in costs was between doing laundry inside 
versus outside. The Commissioners responded that it 
is probably about twenty-five percent (25%) higher 
going outside; however, they pointed out that by 
going outside we do not have to buy large equipment 
items. 


Revenue Accounts 
Representative Flynn asked about line item 4013 
Meneased Office Space, namely, why was the income 
- percentage to date low. Executive Assistant Bower 


_ responded that the increase to be received from the 
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State went into effect on July lst. However, from 
July through October the County has been receiving 
the old rate. The State will pay us the new rate 
(held up because of administrative red tape) and will 
pay the County retroactive to July. 


Executive Assistant Bower also pointed out that as 
each of the County's tenants" leases expires, they 
will be entering into new leases at a new and 
standard rate of $8.00 per square foot. This will 
apply to each agency. 


By year's end, this account will be on target or 
may even exceed the budget. 


Representative Flynn asked about line item 4036 
Correctional Industries/GFS. The GFS program is a 
self-funded program. 


Representative Swope asked about line item 9083 
Miscellaneous Income - Courthouse as to where this 
income comes from for this line. The answer was that 
it.,is..received .from jthe , State. fon. that. portres 
designated to the counties on those estates where 
there is no will or nor heir. Money goes to the State 
and a portion is paid back to the County where the 
estate is located. 


The Commissioners stated that the Medicare rate 
has been increased. Beginning October 1, the rate 
went from $60.41 to $67.91, a twelve percent (12%) 
increase. This will help Riverside Rest Home's 
income. 


Representative Laurion moved, seconded by Repre- 


sentative Kincaid, that the Strafford County Com- 
missioners’ Third Quarter Budget Report be accepted. 
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A roll call on the motion was taken. Repre- 
sentative Jones did not vote as he was excused 
earlier at approximately 10:45 p.m. 


The roll call showed the following results: 


YAS: Bates, Chamberlin, E. Flynn, Frechette, 
Keans, Kincaid, Laurion, Martling, Pelley, 
Swope, A. Torr and Wall (12) 


NAYS: None. 


Representative Torr asked about the Agreement with 
Attorney Nancy Brown involving Children In Need of 
Services (CHINS) cases. She asked if Attorney Brown 
is paid a specific amount or is she paid by each 
case. 


Executive Assistant Bower responded that Attorney 
Brown is on a retainer paid by the State based on an 
agreement between the State and Attorney Brown. She 
is paid bi-weekly a set amount and every four months 
the case load is reviewed and any _ necessary 
adjustments in compensation is made. The work of 
Attorney Brown is funded seventy-five percent (752) 
by the State and twenty-five percent (25%) by the 
meaty. it is an advantage fo have one attorney 
handling all the CHINS cases. 


The Commissioners requested that the meeting go 
into Executive Session. 


Representative Keans moved, seconded by Repre- 
Sentative Swope, that the Executive Committee go into 
Executive Session for the purpose of discussing 
personnel matters related to contract negotiations 
with the County employees. 
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A roll call on the motion showed the following 
results: 


YEAS: Bates, Chamberlin, E. Flynn, Frechette, 
Keans, Kincaid, Laurion, Martling, Pelley, 
Swope, A. Torr and Wall (12) 


NAYS: None. 


No action was taken in Executive Session. A motion 
to go out of Executive Session passed on a voice 
vote. 


Representative Torr moved, seconded by Repre- 
sentative Laurion that since there was no further 
business, that the meeting be adjourned. The motion 
passed on a voice vote. The meeting adjourned at 
12:05 p.m.
